A U N IQ U E Communist plot to 
misinform Asian students about 
the United States and the rest of 
the free world has been nipped in 
the bud— thanks to a bright idea 
by a university geography pro­ 
fessor. 
Dr. Shannon McCune, chairman 
of the department of geography 
at Colgate university, Hamilton, 
N. Y., uncovered this latest bit of 
Red treachery wdule serving as a 
visiting professor at the Univer­ 
sity of Tokyo in Japan in the fall 
of 1953. 
“ I found that the Communists 
were using the economic pinch felt 
by Japanese students to spread 
their distorted 
texts throughout 
Asian 
educational 
institutions,” 
Dr. McCune said. 
He 
explained 
that 
a 
typical 
Japanese student had to get along 
on about 4,000 yen a month— the 
equivalent of $11 in United States 
money. 
"On the other hand/’ Dr. McCune 
continued, “ good American text­ 
books, though much in demand by 
the students, cost from $4 to $8 
each— an 
amount 
prohibited 
by 
their limited budget.” 
The Communists were quick to 
take advantage of the situation. 
They made available, at a cost of 
about 30 cents, a flood of Soviet 
history and geography books. The 
students would rather have had 
the United States texts, but they 
couldn’t 
afford 
them. 
So 
they 
bought the Communist books.

“ T H E 
R E A L 
D A N G E R , 
of 
course,” 
Dr. 
McCune 
explained, 
“ w'as the distortion of facts con­ 
cerning the free world in the Rus­ 
sian histories and geographies. In 
tim e 
these 
distorted 
versions 
would, by playing up to the Com­ 
munist world and playing down 
the western world, do much harm 
to the United States and other 
democratic countries.” 
A t 
this 
point 
Dr. 
McCune 
launched his Books for Asta plan. 
It was simple but effective. Enlist 
the aid of fellow teachers and stu­ 
dents and round up all the books 
no longer used or needed in Ameri­ 
can colleges and universities. Then 
ship them to Japanese students. 
Because Asian students are re­ 


luctant 
to 
accept 
charity 
they 
would be asked to send a map or 
a pamphlet or make a token pay­ 
ment of 200 yen (roughly 55 cents) 
for the books they received. 
Dr. McCune then wrote a letter 
to 
80 
geography 
teachers 
he 
thought would be interested in his 
plan. He followed it a few months 
later with a letter to Japanese stu­ 
dents saying books would be sent. 
From those tw'o letters the plan 
snowballed. 
B y 
the 
following 
Ju ly, 
2,000 
books had arrived in Tokyo and 
3,000 or more were on the way. 
The barrier to the Red tide of 
propaganda received a firm foun­ 
dation in these early shipments. 
Sale of Communist texts slacked 
off.

B A C K in the United States the 
idea spread like wildfire. Here was 
something an American student 
and his teacher could do to fight 
the Reds. 
Scores of* colleges and 
universities joined in the plan and 
the Asia foundation established a 
warehouse in San Francisco where 
the books could be stored for ship­ 
ping. 
• Today the books are flowing so 
fast their numbers cannot be ac­ 
curately tabulated. There is also 
a reverse flow of material from 
the Asian students back to the 
donors of the books. 
Included among the growing list 
of 
colleges and universities co­ 
operating in the plan are the U ni­ 
versity 
of 
Cincinnati, 
Colorado, 
George 
Peabody, 
Kentucky, 
Los 
Angeles City, Los Angeles State, 
Southern California, North Dakota, 
Kent State, State Teachers col­ 
leges at Moorehead, Minn., Oswego, 
N. Y., and Trenton, N. J., Oregon 
State, Syracuse, Southern Metho­ 
dist, Yale, Ohio Wesleyan, Stan­ 
ford and Fenn college. 
“ Actions of this kind are little 
things— small threads in a pattern 
of good will," said Dr. McCune. 
“ The strands are individually weak 
but collectively strong 
to unite 
Asians 
and 
Americans 
in 
the 
maintenance of their freedom to 
search 
out and use 
knowledge, 
( freedom which students beyond the 
limits of the free world, sadly, do 
not have.*^

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CHURCH USHERS GO TO SCHOOL

Omaha University Professor Conducts a Very Unique Class 
Church Briefs

OMAHA, 
Neb. — Millions 
of 
church-goers throughout the nation 
are finding attendance a more 
pleasant experience, because a col­ 
lege professor found a neglected 
field of education. 
Everett M. Hosman, professor 
emeritus for adult education. Uni­ 
versity of Omaha, conducts one of 
the oddest schools In the nation. 
He teaches church ushers how to 
usher properly. 
Since the average church doesn't 
have enough spare money to send 
its ushers away to school, Hosman 
brings the school to the church. 
He spends most of his time travel­ 
ing over the United States and 
Canada, holding intensive short 
courses wherever he’s invited. 
The college professor’s father 
was a Methodist minister. As he 
grew up, he was close‘enough to 
the church to observe the ways 
that ushers functioned. 
Hosman talked authorities at the 
University of Omaha into allowing 
him to teach a course there. It 
aroused so much attention that he 
took his course on the road. He 
estimates that some 3,500 persons 
have learned about ushering under 
his direction. 
• 
• 
• 
THERE’S MORE Involved in be­ 
ing an usher than the ability to 
stay on your feet without leaning 
against a wall for an hour or so 
on Sunday mornings. At a typical 
church ushering class, the students 
and teacher toss complicated ques­ 
tions of church etiquette back and 
forth. 
"What do you do about the 
woman 
who 
always 
comes 
to 
church early and sits at the very 
end of an empty pew?” somebody 
may ask. “You’ll Just have to be 
patient and tactful," Dean Hos­ 
man will reply, “and try to make 
her understand that she makes it 
hard for everyone who wants to 
get into the vacant part of the 
pew.” 
Suppose that the church in ques­ 
tion doesn't reserve pews for in 
d iv id e s and families, and a fam ­ 
ily insists on using the same pew, 
Sunday after Sunday? 
The in­ 
structor thinks that the usher 
should co-operate with the family, 
with the understanding that the 
family should arrive promptly, and 
enough persons should attend each 
Sunday to fill the pew. 
• 
• 
• 
•TECHNIQUES 
of 
congrega­ 
tional engineering” is one way that 
Hosman describes his course. He 
tells his usher-students that many 
of this country's churches are 
poorly designed, from the stand­ 
point 
of 
congregational 
engi­ 
neering. 
For example, architects have 
failed to provide in many churches 
for the rush that occurs during 
the brief interval between the end 
of Sunday school and the start of 
morning worship. Vestibules that 
aren't big enough to Accommodate

the crowds complicate the prob­ 
lems of ushers, especially when it’s 
necessary to go outside to get 
from the Sunday school to the 
church building, and it’s cold or 
raining. 
If a choir member becomes ill 
suddenly, it may be necessary to 
take him right through the con­ 
gregation during the service, be­ 
cause no other exit from the choir 
loft is provided. 
Dean Hosman's solution to this 
situation: instead of rebuilding the 
chuich, set up advance arrange­ 
m ents so that a choir member and 
an usher will be assigned to take 
immediate action in such an em er­ 
gency, minimizing the disturbance 
to the service.• 
• 
• 
PROTESTANTS, Catholics and 
Jew s have all taken advantage of 
Hosm an’s traveling school. He even 


lists four ushers in a Buddhist 
temple among his graduates. Fre­ 
quently, a city’s m inisterial asso­ 
ciation will sponsor his appearance. 
“The trained church usher en­ 
courages church attendance,” the 
teacher tells his students, as a 
keynote for his three-day course 
of studies. 
Dean Hosman covers such varied 
topics as how to handle VIPs, 
boutonnieres, 
w hat 
the 
usher 
should expect from the minister, 
and the cardinal sins of the usher­ 
ing occupation. (Cardinal sin No. 
I: Keeping an eagle eye on the 
congregational 
members 
to 
see 
how much they deposit into the 
collection receptacles.) 
In some cities, mter-denomina- 
tionai organizations of ushers have 
begun after the course, to handle 
purely local problems, Dean Hos­ 
man reports.

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GOOD THING FOR LABOR 
RECENTLY the Department of Justice 
obtained a grand jury indictment in Michi­ 
gan against the United Auto Workers for 
financing radio and television programs to 
elect Patrick M cNamara to the U. S. Sen­ 
ate last year. He defeated Senator Fergu­ 
son. 
This indictment is based upon direct ex­ 
penditures by the union for political pur­ 
poses. Many large unions evade the law 
by maintaining affiliates w i t h separate 
treasuries for political contributions. The 
CIO has a Political Action Committee and 
the AFL has Labor’s League for Political 
Education. 
These two outfits reported combined ex­ 
penditures of $1,188,000 in the 1952 cam­ 
paign and $1,240,000 in the 1954 congression­ 
al elections. 
In addition to federal laws limiting po­ 
litical expenditures, the states of Pennsyl­ 
vania, West Virginia, Indiana, Texas and 
Wisconsin have laws placing the same re­ 
strictions on political expenditures by un­ 
ions as by corporations. 
Big labor bosses are reported to be in­ 
dignant about this challenge to their ef­ 
forts to finance political campaigns. But it 
is a good thing for them, as well as for the 
rank and file of union members. Unlimit­ 
ed expenditures would not only deplete un­ 
ion funds but would commit the unions to 
partisan politics so unalterably that cam ­ 
paign defeat would put unions under the 
th re a t of political retaliation. 
Some restraints in this field are really to 
labor’s long term advantage. More should 
be imposed. 


IRA ACTS UP 
IF BRITISH diplomats show keen in­ 
sight into the question of re-uniting West 
and E ast Germany it may be because 
they’ve had a unification problem of their 
own to contend with for years. Indeed, the 
issue of a united Ireland is waxing warm 
again. 
The other day members of the u n d e r - 
grbund Irish Republican Army raided a 
British military camp and seized a cache 
of arm s. Thousands of British policemen 
and military security agents have s i n c e 
been alerted to preventany of these arm s 
from being spirited into Eire. 
Though the IRA figured heavily in the 
troubles of 1916 and was one of the forces 
instrum ental in establishing the Irish Free 
State, it is now outlawed in Eire itself. 
Banned in 1936 by its on-time l e a d e r , 
P rim e Minister Eamon de Valera, it has 
rem ained illegally active ever since. 
Goal of the extremist group’s agitation 
is, of course, the absorption by Eire of the 
six northern counties which have remain­ 
ed a part of the United Kingdom. 
The Manchester Guardian attributed re­ 
cent IRA stirrings to Britain’s new prosper­ 
ity which permits supporters working in 
Britain industry to make heavier contribu­ 
tions to the illegal movement. America has 
fortunately not known in modern t i m e s 
what it is to have brother turned against 
brother. The ubiquitous shadow of “the 
trouble’’ is inescapably a leaven on both 
the British anu Irish character. 


FINAL OUTCOME 
NEW JER SEY ’S legislature i s in ses­ 
sion to set up a referendum on a $76 mil­ 
lion bond issue to finance a reservoir for 
the supply of water to a wide ara of the 
state. A second bill will establish a state 
agency to oversee all future water devel­ 
opment of the state. These proposals are 
said to be heading for easy enactment. 
Local pressure groups are forming to op- 
* pose the projects on the score of loss of 
land and property. New Jersey legislative 
** leaders, admitting they could be defeated 
by local opposition, say they’re going ahead 
anyhow because there is no alternative. 
New Jersey is old, concerned about loss 
of industry and about the water needs of 
a growing population. Pollution has intrud­ 
ed to lower the availability of water in 
many of the streams. So New Jersey is 
adopting the reservoir plan on a state-wide 
basis. 
Will this be the final solution of the wa­ 
ter problem in other states? Water plan­ 
ning on a watershed basis, with water im- 
poundings available to many communities, 
is clearly delineated for the years ahead 
es potable water decreases in the face of 
more usage. 


George E. Sokol sky's 
These Days 


Noah built himself an ark, but I sat up 
on my hill, near Otis, watching sheets of 
rain fall upon the peaceful Berkshires. We 
had two advantages over Noah, one, that 
our telephone continued to function, and 
secondly, that we had a portable radio 
which kept us informed of the disaster by 
moment to moment blows. 
We lost our roads early in the situation, 
so that we could not get to the village of 
Otis. Many of our friends live in New Bos­ 
ton which is at the bottom of our hill, and 
we could not help wondering what had be­ 
come of them. We soon heard that New 
Boston was wiped out and so was Winsted. 
From what we were hearing on the radio, 
everything was wiped out except our hill. 
When we plucked up enough courage to 
use the telephone, it was soon enough quite 
clear that a very large part of the Earth 
remained. 
That is one of the advantages of a dis­ 
aster: It reduces us and our circle to a 
proper proportion in the Cosmos. A man 
may be whatever he chooses to think of 
himself. He may even be a celebrity, m ak­ 
ing and unmaking Presidents, catered to 
by head-waiters and pointed out by signa­ 
ture-demanding fans. But along comes a 
little rain, really amounting to nothing in 
the sum total of rains—and where is the 
big m*n? He is floating about waiting for 
a little guy in a helicopter to rescue him. 
There were some old folks in a house in 
New Boston who would not be saved by 
the helicopter. No, Sir! They hadn’t never 
been in one of those things and they weren’t 
going. And they did not go and the waters 
receded and the ancient ones survived, not 
because they had lived virtuous lives but 
probably because of the roughness of their 
hides and the fullness of consumption of 
fire-water in its multifarious forms. 
This has been a tough Summer in these 
parts. First came a drought — a month or 
more without any rain worth speaking 
about, which burned the crops and browned 
the grass and dried the wells and turned 
the roads into dust. Then came the rain 
and flood. A friend of mine had managed 
somehow to get a crop of corn for his silo 
and now there is no corn and no silo. But 
he will manage somehow over the Winter, 
probably earning a living by reconstruc­ 
tion work. And he will build a new silo. 
Then he will plant a new crop. Also his 
wife will have another baby soon. 
The genius of man is his ability to take 
what comes in his stride and to start all 
over again when disaster overtakes him. It 
is not necessary to have a hydrogen bomb 
to make a disaster. Man has been good at 
that during all the centuries we know 
about, and nature does its part all t h e 
time. It is the amazing agility with which 
man restores not only himself but his m ate­ 
rial environment. 
In a free society, men and women pitch 
in to do their share and if anyone wants 
to see what good natured co-operation and 
natural-born leadership can be, he ought to 
be in these parts during the flood. As soon 
as the rain let up, a couple of my neigh­ 
bors were at work, voluntarily, without di­ 
rection, without compensation, filling in 
holes in one road, so that it might, with 
great care and slow driving, be used to get 
bread and milk for the children. 
It reminded me of the 1923 earthquake 
in Tokyo, when even while the Earth was 
quaking and the city was encircled by fires, 
volunteers were moving d e b r i s , were 
searching for bodies and were beginning to 
set up structures for dwelling purposes. It 
was, at first, each man for himself, and 
then somehow, everything became organ­ 
ized and the world was moving again. No 
one waited for order from on high and 
when they did come, much of the prelim­ 
inary work had somehow been done. 
So, I sat on top of my hill — no news­ 
papers, no mail, no light, not much tele­ 
phoning, and little on the radio w o r t h 
hearing. Tell me, is that horror of sound, 
that raucous atonality, that misery of voice, 
called Western hill-billy, out of New York, 
sung by male and female, authentic Amer­ 
ican music? 


REBUILDING TASK HUGE 
SO CATASTROPYIC is the flood dam­ 
age in nine northeastern states that few 
plans f6r rebuilding have been announced. 
Relief workers are still concentrating on 
immediate succor to the thousands of 
homeless. 
But it is apparent that hundreds of mil- 
licfhs will be needed to build new homes 
and reconstruct industries, r o a d s and 
bridges as well as public utilities. In some 
states new taxes may result from the 
necessity of rebuilding roads and bridges. 
The destruction is so colossal that years 
will be required to restore normal condi­ 
tions in some areas. Major areas of busi­ 
ness sections have been completely wreck­ 
ed in some towns. Havoc such as that can­ 
not be erased in a few weeks or months.

How To Prepare Cereal 
That Helps Baby Grow 
♦ 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
VERY often, cereals are the 
first solid food a baby gets. Your 
baby needs them, for the starch 
they provide gives him energy. 
By the time he is three months 
old, or even earlier if your doctor 
advises it, you can begin feeding 
him oatmeal and farina. If you 
are going to prepare these cereal 
feedings yourself, here’s how to 
do it. 
You’ll need the following: 
Ope level tablespoonful of fa­ 
rina or other cereal, or two table­ 
spoonsful of oatmeal. 
Four ounces Ok glass) of milk. 
Four ounces of water. 
One-half teaspoonful of sugar. 
A pinch of salt. 
Level Measures 
Use a knife to level your spoon 
measures. Pour the milk and 
water into the upper part of a 
double boiler and warm It. Then 
slowly add the cereal, salt and 
sugar, stirring all the time. Cook 
the mixture directly over the 
flame for about IO minutes, stir­ 
ring It to prevent burning. 
Next, cook it in the double 
boiler until it Is ready. This usu­ 


ally requires about one-half to 
one hour. 
I t’s a lot easier, however, to 
give your infant dry cereals espe­ 
cially made for babies. They are 
easily prepared in a few minutes. 
Cooking instructions are on th# 
labels. 
Generally, add three to Iou# 
tablespoonsful of warm milk mix­ 
ture for each tablespoonful of dry 
cereal. If your baby V- breast fed, 
add equal parts of mflc adid water 
boiled for three minutes. Add th li 
mixture while it is still hot,

Home canning is one do-it-your­ 
self project that the whole family 
can enjoy since every jar of food 
you put up now means delicious 
eating for the months ahead. It 
is easy when done properly; it is 
thrifty, and gives you 
a 
whole­ 
some feeling of satisfaction at be­ 
ing able to produce a part of your 
own food supply. 
The first step towards making 
your home canning more fun is 
to plan before you start to can. 
Make a list of the kinds and am ­ 
ounts of food you want to put up. 
You will find it more interest­ 
ing to can smaller quantities of 
a variety of things rather than 
only one or two fruits or veget­ 
ables. 
Plan your canning to take ad­ 
vantage of crops at their peak— 
when quality is best, quantity ade­ 
quate and prices reasonable. 
The second step is to make sure 
your equipment is in top condi­ 
tion. Examine yqur jars and caps 
and get additional supplies early 
while stores still have an ample 
stock. Check the seal and control 
valve of your 
pressure 
canner 
and follow the manufacturer’s in­ 
structions for cleaning and adjust­ 
ing. The pressure guage should be 
tested every year—your dealer, or 
a county agricultural agent, can 
do this for you. 
Remember—the quality of your 
finished products is dependent up­ 
on proper processing, using 
the 
right type of home equipment in 
the best operating condition. 
The third step, of course, is t<f 
use only fresh, ripe, tender fruits 
and vegetables—since home can­ 
ning cannot improve food, but will 
keep it in the condition it is when 
the cap is put on the jar. So—the 
shorter the time from the garden 
to the jar, the better the result.

Lobbies Spend 


Quarter Million 


360 Influence Peddlers 
Listed; Railroad Aides 
Are Most Expensive 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (ZP)—Required 
expense statem ents listed nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars spent 
H lobbying activities during the 
last session of the Legislature. 
Late reports to Secretary of State 
Ted W. Brown will boost the unof­ 
ficial total that fails to include sal­ 
aries of some lobbyists regularly 
employed in other capacities by 
several organizations. 
Statute requires lobbyists, and 
those hiring them to influence leg­ 
islation, to file statem ents within 
30 days after the Legislature ad­ 
o r n e d last July 13. 
A total of 360 lobbyists regis­ 
tered with Brown and paid their 
$3 fee to work for or against laws 
proposed during the session that 
convened Jan. 
3. They outnum ­ 
bered the 136 representatives and 
33 senators m ore than two to one. 
Brown’s office reported receipt 
of statem ents from only 269 of the 
360 registered lobbyists and from 
only 182 of 236 em ployers before 
P e deadline. Notices to the 145 
failing to report on tim e will go 
out next week. But they said Ohio 
law s fail to provide effective pros­ 
ecution for failure to report. 
Officials said some organizations 
employed several lobbyists a n d 
that some 
lobbyists 
represented 


more than one group, accounting 
for a disparity in totals. A few lob­ 
byists represented only them selves. 
Although individuals acting on 
their own and those invited to ap­ 
pear before legislative com m ittees 
considering bills are not required 
to register, Brown said most or­ 
ganization representatives do so. 
Total expenditures already re­ 
ported by lobbyists for meals, lodg­ 
ing, entertainm ent and other ac­ 
tivities during the session approxi­ 
m ated $245,000. 
Topping the list was $49,548 spent 
by a special transportation com­ 
m ittee representing railroads. The 
com m ittee carried five lobbyists 
and reported paym ent of $7,655 to 
the Deshler-Hilton Hotel. 
The “ railroad lobby” operated a 
suite 
in 
the 
hotel 
where 
law­ 
m akers and others could obtain 
refreshm ents during the session. 
The Ohio Railroad Assn. in a 
separate report listed $15,762 in 
expenditures, 
including $7,335 to 
hotels and restaurants. That asso­ 
ciation listed four lobbyists. 
R ailroads spearheaded a success­ 
ful fight against a proposed con­ 
veyor belt line to haul coal and 
iron ore between Lake E rie and 
the Ohio River. 
Riverlake Belt Conveyor Lines, 
Inc., Akron, sponsor of the “ rub­ 
ber railroad” proposal, reported 
expenses of $5,521 by three lobby­ 
ists. It was the third defeat for 
Riverlake in the last four sessions.

The gadget, sometimes referred 
to as the “electronic secretary” , 
is a tiny wire or tape recorder at­ 
tached to the telephone. When the 
phone rings, the recorder is 
set 
into action with 
a 
pre-recorded 
message of information such as 
appeared above. 
The caller can then give any 
message into the r e c o r d e r—- 
usually 
there 
is 
a 
30-second 
time limit. When the doctor or 
his secretary returns to the of­ 
fice, the recorder is played back 
and all messages are taken care 
of. 
There’s one consolation to 
the 
gadget. It can cut off a long-winded 
talker with effective finality as the 
recorder shuts off after the time 
limit—which is the same as hang­ 
ing up the phone.
